fhe will of Mra. Elizabeth Wad- 
Bingham, a widow, 88 years old, who 
@ied in St. Petersburg, Fla., on Dec. 
98, 1919, was sustained today by Cir- 
eult Judge Hartmann, following a 


trial of a contest suit by 30 collateral 


heirs. A jury was waived and the 
case tried by Judge Hartmann, who 
made his decision after three wit- 
nesses had been heard. 

Mrs. Waddingham left an estate 
yalued at approximately $600,000, of 
which $285,000 was bequeathed to 
18 St. Louis charitable institutions 
and two East St. Louis hospitals. 

The allegations ‘upon which the 


suit was based were that Mrs. Wad- 
dingham had been unduly influenced 
in making the will by her attorney, 
Samuel W. Fordyce Jr., who was 
named executor, and also that wit- 
nesses to the will, attaches of For- 
dyce’s office, could not legally act 
as such. 
Testimony of Lawyer. 

Fordyce testified that Mrs. Wad- 
dingham had the‘ mental capacity 
to make her will. He said he assist- 
ed her at her request to choose some 
of the charitable organizations to 
which she wished to bequeath some 
of her estate. 

Frank Urban, an Fast St. Louis 
real estate dealer, who had man- 
aged Mrs, Waddingham’'s East St. 
Louis real estate interests, testified 
she had an alert mind at the time 
she made the will and never had 
been mentally incapacitated. 

The only witness introduced by 
the plaintiffs was Charles P. Wise, a 
former East St. Louis attorney, whose 
testimony corroborated that of For- 
dyce and Urban as to Mrs.. Wadding- 
ham’'s mental capacity, and he added 
that she possessed uncommonly keen 
business acumen. 

It was upon this testimony that 
Judge Hartmann decided the case. 

Another Contest Pending. 

Another suit that has been filed to 
break the will is that of Walter F. 
Crane, 4349 Maryland avenue, a re- 
tired department store manager, 
whose suit disclosed that he had 
been married to Mrs. Waddingham 
and that she had divorced him at 
Clayton in 1909. Mrs. Waddingham 
was the widow of William Wadding- 
ham, a former East St. Louis mer- 
chant.

MAYOR'S WIFE TELLS 
DUING HER HOUSEWORK 


Testifies in Case Against U. R. 
That She Has Had to Be In- 


active Since Accident. 


Mrs. Henry Kiel, wife of the May- 
or, testifying in Circuit Court today 
in her suit for $60,000 damages 
against the United Railways, for in- 
juries alleged to be due to an acci- 
dent Oct. 17, 1918, 
thrown to the street while alighting 
from a Park car at Missouri avenue, 
said that she had been accustomed 
to doing most of her housework be- 
fore the accident, but has been able 
to do very little of it since. 

Mrs. Kiel testified that before the 
accident she used to clean windows, 
sweep, cook and sometimes tend the 
furnace and carry out ashes. Now, 
she said, about all she can do is to 
make the beds, because it hurts her 
back to bend over far. 

She is subject to nervous head- 
ache, puins in the abdomen, unex- 
plained jerking of the muscles and 
dizziness, she said, and is easily 
frightened, since the accident. She 
testified that since then she has had 
orfly about five hours’ sleep each 
night, on the average. She limps, 
because her right hip was hurt 
then, she added. 

A lawyer for the United Railways, 
cross-examining Mrs. Kiel, asked her 
if she had not been going to the Riv- 
erview Club since she was hurt. She 
said she had gone there only once. 
He asked if she had not gone to a 
carnival at the German Protestant 
Orphans’ Home last June. She said 
she might have, that she went so 
many places with the Mayor that she 
couldn't be certain. 

Dr. M. R. Hughes, nerve specialist, 
testified that he examined Mrs. Kiel 
last week and found a scar at the 
base of her brain, and found her 
subject to dizziness and nervous de- 
pression.

His 
numerous marriages were contract- 
ed under assumed names, it appears, 
for the purpose of getting the wom- 

s fortunes, with which he is* said 
to have made off in each instance. 
One of his wives is said to be the 
daughter of a Chief of Police of 
Havana. 

Named in 100 Whrrants. 

The police say about a hundred 
warrants have been issued for his 
arrest, but he managed to evade the 
authorities until a few days ago. 

The forgeries are alleged to have 
been committed in New York, Bue- 
nos Aires, Rio Janeiro, Montevideo, 
Santiago de Chile and Havana. He 
is said to have raised checks in New 
York from $25 to $25,000 and from 
$40 to $40,000. In Havana he. is. 
charged with raising one check from 
$30 to $30,000. He is said to have 
cashed the same letter of credit for 
200,000 francs in each of the four 
South American cities. 

Assumed Various Poses. 

Lluisa, the police say, posed as 
the brother-in-law of the Minister 
of Finance of Ecuador in Guaya- 
quil, and successfully impersonated 
King Alfonso at Mauritius, an Indian 
Ocean island, borrowing large sums. 
Later he posed as the President of 
the republic of Andorra, which les 
on the southern slope of the Pyre- 
nees between France and Spain. 

Lluisa speaks seven § languages 
fluently. He wore military and na- 
val uniforms at various times.

Baltimore, former Government aud- 
itor at the Virginia ship since ventas 
plant. 

The conspiracy as nt a by the 
Government accuses those namied of 
making false statements as to the 

value of their plant and assets and 

thereby obtaining loans from the 
Shipping Board. They are _ also 
charged with having secured money 
for shipbuilding purposes and to 
have used the same for personal in- 
terests in the way of improving their 
plants. It is also alleged that large 
quantities of material for shipbuild- 
ing, belonging to the Emergency 
Fleet. Corporation, was obtained and 
then sold and the money converted 
to the use of the alleged conspira- 
tors. 

Those indicted either were or still 
are connected with the Groton Iron 
Works, Groton, Cofin.; the Virginia 
Shipbuilding Corporation, Alexan- 
dria, Va., or the United States Trans- 
port Co. Inc., which concerns are 
known as the Morse companies. 

Morse in ae statement issued 
through his attorneys after the in- 
dictment had been returned declared 
the proceedings against him were 
the result of “animus” on the part of 
Attorney-General Daugherty. 

Statement by Morse. 

Confidence was expressed by 
Morse that he and his sons would 
have no difficulty in freeing them- 
selves “from this unjust indictment 
in any court of justice.” The indict- 
ments would never have been re- 
turned, he asserted, had either of 
them, or their attorneys, been per- 
mitted to appear and testify, as they 
repeatedly requested. 

“The indictment, I bélieve, was 86- 
cured because of personal feeling 
against me on the part of Attorney- 
General Harry M. Daugherty and 
certain present officials of the Unit- 
ed States Shipping Board,’’ Morse 
said in his formal statement. 

“The Attorney-General, I have 
heard, brought every effort to bear 
to secure the indictment because of 
a disagreement over the fee I paid 
him when he acted as one of my at- 
torneys in obtaining my release from 
the Atlanta penitentiary.” 

Morse’s term in the Atlanta peni- 
tentiary was the result of his con- 
viction in 1910 of violation of the 
banking laws. He was sentenced to 
15 vears, and after serving two years 
was released by President Taft, who 
commuted the sentence on repre- 
sentations that Morse could not live 
longer than six months.

morrow morning the great bridal 
procession for the wedding of Prin- 
cess Mary ard Viscount Lédscelles 
will sweep up the aisle at Westmin- 
ster Abbey and the ceremony will 
take place. Immense throngs will be 
gathered about the Abbey and along 
the entire route of the wedding pro- 
cession to and from Buckingham 
Palace. Every hotel in London is 
the. 
provinces who are coming by every 
train to catch a glimpse of the weéd- 
ding party. 

It will be the most gorgeous fete 
London has seen since the war, and 
comes appropriately enough in the 
middle of what is called “Brighter 
London Week.” Billboards, posters, 
triumphal arches, flags and bunting 
all will make a riot of color such as 
has not been seen in London for 
many years. Every guest at the wed- 
ding has been given strict directions 
to be in his stipulated seat at West- 
minster Abbey at 10:45. Woe betide 
the member of British aristocracy 
whose wrist watch is slow.

Promptly at 2 minutes past 11

Detectives of the police homicide 
squad expressed the theory that 
Grewe had been murdered and 
thrown into the river to conceal the 
crime. Orders were issued to round 
up a gang of police characters who | 
spend much of their time in the vi-| 
cinity of Thirteenth and_ Branch | 
streets, and with whom Grewe is 
gaid to have formerly associated. 

A brother, Harry, informed the 
police that he did not know where 
Joseph had been living lately; that 
he told relatives two months ~ ag 
that he was going to look for work, 
and had not been home since. The 
condition of the body indicated that 
it might have been in the river sev- 
eral weeks. 

Following the death of Joseph De- 
wan, 46, of 4030 North Broadway, a’ 
former soldier, whose body was found |

She is 8 or 9, per-| 
haps—a wee girl who ought to be 
playing tag or learning c-a-t instead 
of starting for the marriage altar.

Child-marriage is the beginning. 
And, for most of them, a life of fetch 
and carry isthe end. Point for point, 
their lot is worse than that of women 
in the West. Of those who live at the | 
bottom of the economic scale there | 
are many millions more. And they | 
work harder—in view of what work | 
means in India’s climate. When they | 
are not working, custom robs them | 
of their freedom. 

Custom varies, but in one way or. 
another they have felt its rein. There | 
have been exceptions, but most of | 
India’s women have gone veiled, or | 
been kept away from public gather- 
ings, or held back somehow from 
the social side of life. 

In these circumstances,. with gen- 
erations of tradition hostile, it is 
remarkabie to find women among 
the leaders of the nationalist move- 
ment in India today.
